Public Participation: Lynn Waters, 244 S. Victory Drive, she was concerned with the heavy truck traffic 

   on Victory Drive. Ms. Waters asked if there were any Animal Control or Shelter  

   Consideration in the near future. Vidalia’s Animal Shelter does not take cats and 

   that is a huge issue in our county.  

 

   Lyons Police Chief Walker, who was present, asked to address Ms. Waters’  

   concerns and continued to say he would have to check but he thought Victory 

   Drive was a no through truck road but there were businesses that received  

   deliveries and they were permitted to use Victory Drive for deliveries to those 

   businesses. The animal control, we do not have the facilities to house cats, but  

   we do trap cats in a live trap and find a rescue or someone that will adopt them. 

   If you have an issue with cats you can call our local Lyons Animal Shelter and  

   their number is 912-386-2024. (Toombs County contracts with the City of Lyons  

   for the County’s Animal Shelter.)
